1, We consider the information provided by UPSWING in Refer- 
ence superficial and to some extent inaoourate, (This does not 
apply to UPSWING Information previously reported on Wolf SCHENEB 
personally) This is perhaps due to a natural reluctance to disouse 
details with KUBARE without getting something in return. It may 
also be due to a lack of good sources in the DCG. In this connection 
we see little operational advantage in passing KUBARK Information 

to UPSWING, and we want to emphasise again that information based 
on the CAHKIM operation should not be passed to UPSWING. 

2, Regarding -paragraph two of Reference, it is probable that 
the individuals named (Hjalmar SCHACHT, Werner Otto von HENTIG, 
Hermann SCHWANN, and Willy Max RADEUACHER) are active along the 
lines reported by UPSWING, but with the exception of Sohwann, none 
of them appears to play a leading or policy-making role in the 
DCG. The "division of responsibility" among these four men, if 
true, would be a largely formal delegation of responsibility. It 
is true that von Hentig, for example, doea a lot of traveling on 
behalf of the DCG and Sohenke jokingly refers -to him as his "foreign 
minister", but von Hentig definitely does not belong to Sohenke's 
inner oirole. Sohenke undoubtedly uses Soh&cht as an economic 
adviser, but the latter rarely, if ever, appears at DCG Toratand 
meetings. Rademaoher's name has been almost non-existent in CAHELM 
reports, but perhaps Schenke sees him privately) Stammberger, Nellen, 
and Schwann appear to be most active in contacting Bundestag and 
governmental clroles. Schwann, Incidentally, has recently been 
talking about starting a new political party and tried to Interest 
Sohenke in the idea. 

3, The UPSWING report on Claus RICKMERS is probably true) 
he appears to be a major financial supporter of the DCG.
